PLAINS, Ga. (U PI) — President-elect Jim m y Carter 
refuses to be rushed in naming his cabinet and shaping 
the structure of his adm inistration. 
Basically alone at his ranchstyle home in Plains, 
Carter has remained far from the m adding crowd and is 
taking 
his 
time 
— 
perhaps 
more 
so 
than 
his 
predecessors — in picking the men and women who will 
serve in his adm inistration over the next four years. 
An aide said C arter is aw are the decisions he m akes 
in picking people for top government jobs probably will 
be the most “ critical he will face in the next several 
m onths,” barring an unexpected crisis. 
With the training of an engineer and a man who 
approaches problem s system atically and methodically, 
Carter is narrowing the list of candidates, which in the 
beginning numbered in the hundreds, down to a 
m anageable size. 
He has received 15-page biographical and analytical 
profiles on some of the more prominent contenders for 
cabinet posts. He also expects to interview personally 
those 
he 
will 
nam e 
to 
run 
the 
departm ents. 
Com patability is one of the key things stressed in 
C arter's choice of a cabinet. He wants the officials 
dealing with the economy to work in close cooperation, 
and the sam e goes for national security affairs. 
But so far he has given few hints on his line of 
thinking other than to reassure supporters the makeup 
of his adm inistration will be broadbased and will include 
blacks, women and other minority groups who have not 
played a large role in the past in the top government 
positions. 
Carter adm its he found som e of the transition papers 
presented to him on the presidency are not up to his 
“ stan dards.” 
Oddly enough. Carter has even dipped into Republican 
ranks to try to learn how to be a good president and to 
organize the White House. He has asked Stephan Hess, 
form er speech writer for Dwight Eisenhower who also 
served as Richard Nixon’s assistant for urban affairs, to 
prepare memos tor nim on how to reshape the White 
House staff. 
Hess, who helped draft the Republican P arty’s 1976 
platform , cam e to C arter’s attention because of the 
book, “ Organizing the Presidency,” which he wrote as a 
senior fellow at the Brookings Institute. 
Hess already has subm itted two m em os to Carter on 
staffing and pinpointing those in the palace guard who 
should have direct access to the president. He is 
preparing another on the trappings of the presidency — 
which Carter wants to cut down — and use of the 
presidential retreat. 
Carter is determined to 
project 
the 
“ populist” 
presidential image. In that respect, he still carries his 
own suit bag slung over his shoulder when he steps down 
from an airplane and prefers not to ride in long black 
limousines. 
M eantime, 
Carter 
is 
being 
bombarded 
w i t h 
suggestions on who to pick for his cabinet and how to 
run the White House — 5,000 to 6,000 letters a day, he 
says. 
So far Carter appears to be relying most heavily on 
his Georgia cam paign supporters and friends to guide 
him. But C arter’s aides have given assurances the 
President-elect intends to look far and wide for a 
representative cabinet.

Genetics Not a Factor in Transfusions 


I know that some races are 


more susceptible than others to 
certain diseases. Is it possible to 
acquire any of these tendencies 
following a blood transfusion? I 
had a transfusion after an ac­ 
cident a number of years ago. 
This thought has never left my 
mind that I or my children have 
been permanently affected. — 
Mrs. G.M.C., Nev. 
Dear Mrs. C.: 


The only permanent effect 


that the transfusion had on you 
was to replenish your blood, to 
aid your recovery and perhaps 
to save your life. 
Genetic tendencies that may 
be present are not transmitted 
through transfusions of blood. 
The 
genes 
and 
the 


chromosomes of the recipient 
are not affected by any of the 
genetic characteristics of the 
blood of the donor 
I hope that my assurance and 


that of your own doctors will 
release you from the bondage of 
fear 


I had Intravenous fluids after 


aa attack of intestinal flu. After 
a few weeks, I still notice 
hardness and tenderness in my 
elbow. Is this the fault of the 
doctor who did It? — Mn. 
T.U.R., Maine 
Dear Mrs R,: 
When a needle is stuck into a 


vein of the elbow in order to 
introduce fluids, the 
vein 


becomes irritated. The inner 
wall of the vein, especially if the 


needle is left in for some time, 
may become thickened and 
there may even be a clot at the 
site of the needle. 
No one can be faulted for this. 


Some patients may have a 
greater tendency than others to 
develop a clot or a phlebitis. 
Other patients may react more 
actively to a particular drug 
that is used in the intravenous 
therapy. More important than 
faulting someone is the fact that 
the procedure was an important 
one and that many forms of 
treatment are now available to 
relieve the discomfort.

‘ Euphorbia Pulcherrim a. Toricity to Rats.

for

“ Toxicon,” 1971, Vol. 9, PP 
301-302, Per- 
magon Press The study established that the 


rat, when given unusually high doses of 
various portions of the poinsetta, show no 
mortality, no symptoms of toxicity and no 
changes in dietary intake or general behavior 
pattern Animal tests are accepted as valid by 


the United States Consumer Products Safety 
Commission. 


The Ohio State University research on the 
poinsetta has debunked “old wives tales" that 
the poinsetta is harmful to human and animal 
health if parts of the plant are ingested. So

NEW YORK 
(UPI) - China can 
be 
expected to increase its trade with the 
outside world with Chairman Hua Kuo feng 
at the helm, according to an American 
businessman who recently returned from a 
twoweek tour of China 


Talbot Shelton, vice president of Smith 
Barney, Harris Upham Co of New York, 
visited China with a group of educators from 
Stanford University and was in Peking when 
Hua was confirmed as the new chairman of 
the Chinese Communist party to replace the 
late Mao Tse-tung 


The 18 member tour group also touched 
down in Shanghai, Kweilin and Canton 
Shelton visited Shanghai as a tourist in 
1934 and told UPI in an interview: “ The 
contrast is enormous 


“ In those days there were beggars allover 
and hordes of rickshaw coolies the moment 
you stepped out of the hotel I didn t see a 
rickshaw anywhere in China 


“ I felt that despite the thought processes 
they might have been forced to go through, 
nevertheless they are feeding, clothing and 
housing an enormous population of possibly 
950 million people,” 


Shelton 
said, 
"Everybody 
was 
very 
friendly When we walked the street, and in 
Kweilin when we took a boat ride, everyone 
smiled and waved It was so widespread it 
could not have been programmed 
“ There was no feeling that they have 
become automatons They haven't lost their 
spontaneity 
They have fun, they have a 
good sense of humor ”

described 
the 
m a s s i v e 
demonstrations 
that 
accompanied 
t h e 
announcement of Hua’s appointment and the 
denunciations of the “ Radical Four” headed 
by M ao’s widow, Chiang Ching 
“ One fantastic thing is how quickly the 
party line is adopted by everybody Once the 


radical four were condemned that policy 
was adopted all over. 


“ Apart from the large character wall 
posters there also were small character 
posters, explaining in more detail 
I saw 
people with notebooks copying down details 
from these wall posters." 


Chinese officials asked the Americans not 
to photograph the posters but did not explain 
why.

On The Farm Front 
Trade Preferences

WASHINGTON

— 
Government 
trade officials have begun a review which 
could result in decisions to eliminate tariffs 
on imports from some developing countries 
of products ranging from baby carrots to 
cigar tobacco, citrus fruits and ginger ale. 
The review, officials explained, is part of 
the 
continuing 
process 
of 
operating 
a 
Generalized System of Preferences trade 
policy. 
Under federal law, this policy allows the 
government to grant duty-free entry to farm 
products from developing nations — except 
in cases where an individual country ships 
more than $25 million worth of a particular 
product to the United States annually or 
supplies half or more of this country’s 
imports of the product. 
Agriculture Department spokesmen noted 
in an announcement today that the latest 
review is being conducted by an interagency 
Trade Policy Staff Committee which is 
headed by toe White House trade office. 
Officials said the committee plans to hold 
public hearings, beginning Dec. 14, on a 
lengthy list of new preference proposals. 
Some proposals, officials noted, have been 
submitted by import groups Among them is 
a request by a New York importer of Israeli 
citrus fruit which would 
benefit 
if the 
administration accepts the proposal to grant 
GSP status to oranges and grapefruit from 
developing countries. 
Another proposal, seeking GSP status for 
some types of tobacco, was filed by the 
Cigar Association of America 


In addition to these proposals, officials 
noted petitions are pending on carrots under 
4 inches in length, pearl onions, Brussels 
sprouts, and strawberry paste. 
Also, officials said, the government trade 
committee has announced it is proposing 
itself to give GSP treatment to a lengthy list 
of other products. These include pepper 
seed, eviscerated birds except for chickens 
and turkeys, dried chick peas, fresh grapes 
imported between July 
I 
and 
Feb. 
14, 
preserved grapes, dried potatoes, and ginger 
ale, ginger beer and lemonade. 
An Agriculture Department spokesman 
said most of the products on the list were 
selected in hopes of providing some trade 
benefits 
to 
developing 
nations 
without 
creating “ too much trouble” for American 
farm producers. 


In 
addition 
to considering 
new 
trade 
preferences, 
the 
department 
noted 
the 
current review will also study a petition to 
remove sugar, syrups and m olasses from 
the list of commodities which currently hold 
GSP status. 


Eliminating sugar from the duty-free list 
would not affect developing countries which 
currently make large sugar sales to the 
United States 
Such countries, since their 
sales top $25 million annually, cannot take 
advantage of the duty-free arrangement. 


Removing sugar from 
the list 
would, 
however, affect some countries whose sales 
to the United States are comparatively 
small but are nevertheless important to the 
exporting nation, an official pointed out.

Governor Otis R. Bowen 


A discussion of foreign policy isn't a 
custom ary theme for a governor’s column. 
However, relations between the United States 
and Canada 
have a 
direct 
bearing on 
Hoosiers 
The two nations (and Indiana, as a state) 
share a common resource in the Great Lakes 
and St. Lawrence Seaway, a vital source of 
water for the Industrial Midwest and a wide­ 
ranging avenue of world commerce. In recent 
years, 
issues 
relating 
to 
Great 
Lakes 
pollution and water supply have gained 
visibility. The two governments have worked 
cooperatively—though not without occasional 
disagreem ent—to deal with them. Clearly, 
environmental, supply and transportation 
issues involving the Great Lakes will continue 
to be important in the coming years—calling 
for increased cooperation between the two 
countries. The results of that cooperation will 
have an economic, environmental and social 
impact upon Hoosiers. 
There is a substantial trade between the 
two, with the United States exporting large 
amounts of consumer goods to our northern 
neighbors, while receiving vast quantities of 
fuel, wood, paper, minerals and other natural 
resources commodities from Canada 
In 
recent years, Canada has moved to reduce its 
level of energy exports, in order to preserve 
supplies for domestic use This has caused 
problems, especially in the Upper Mid- 
Report From American 


western states which rely upon Candaian 
sources. 


Another significant issue of current impact 
upon Hoosiers is the process of selecting a 
route to bring natural gas supplies from the 
Arctic Slope to the contiguous states. I, in 
common with other midwestern governors, 
have gone on record in favor of a trans- 
Canada routing of Arctic gas, because it will 
bring this vital fuel to Indiana and the Mid­ 
west in a way that is more economically and 
environmentally efficient than would be the 
case with competing proposals This pipeline 
project will require cooperative agreements 
between the two nations 
Because of the long-standing ties of culture, 
com m erce 
and 
com patible 
political 
philosophies, Canada and the United States 
have enjoyed friendly relations. I fear that 
many Americans may tend to take that 
relation ship 
for 
gran ted. 
The 
recent 
separatist movement in Quebec ought to be a 
sufficient warning 
sign, 
because 
of 
its 
potential consequences for North Am erica’s 
economy and defense. 
As we look at a variety of economic, trans­ 
portation, environmental and energy issues 
which affect both countries, it is obvious that 
a good relationship with our neighbor to the 
north is a top level foreign policy priority for 
the United States. Hoosiers have a direct 
stake in it.
